The first trait of his mind to attract the attention of any- 
■ was its wonderful clearness. 
Throw into it the most en 
• tug;* d set of facts and as they lit they seemed to arrange 
th 'nasel\es into an orderly system. 
A ll confusion disappear 
ed when he came to st; te them. 
The importance of such a 
quality 
is not confined to his profession but nowhere has it 
a greater value 
It is- comprehension of the facts of a case 
Often won it before it started and sometimes saved it after it 
seemed lost 


He had a memory so unusual that it retained not only the 
decisions of the courts bit the title, volume and page; 
not 
only the controlling fact of a case but th e ’details and Inci­ 
dents; and he could, more readily than any man I ever knew, 
re c a ll everything 
th a t 
bore upon the matter in hand 
Noth­ 
ing -eemed to escape h is attention or his recollection. 
He had a strong grasp on the principles of the law and a 
wide knowledge of their application 
He had a stern sense of 
justice 
v tirst and favorite question with him always was 
How should this be?- When answering, he sought the wisdom 
»! »lie books, the conclusion of his own reasoning and the 
approval of his conscience 
W h ile his sense of right was very broad and strong, his 
"g <• was inexorable 
He never fcured to follow wherever it 
lead 
W hile be tried his side of a law suit he had the high* 
Cst regard tor the right- of others, and when the law on any 
subject had not been determined be contended for what it ought 
t > be. 
He was not an orator of the “ old school;“ but he was 
a dear, forceful, effective speaker. 
His lucidity and clearness 
of statement with the closeness and conciseness of his argu 
ment made his presentation of a ease impressive to both court 
and jury. 


His masterful ability as a lawyer was aided by his person­ 
ality. 
Practicing as lie did m many courts, no man ever ques­ 
tioned his gentility 
In his relation with the bench, the bar and 
the jury, he always commanded a respect for himself and their 
confidence in his integrity 
His courtesy and honor w e r e never 
impugned. 
W hile he was pugnacious in support of his position, 
he was generous and never held a grudge. 
1 believe he died 
without an enemy or a feeling of enmity toward any man. 
He 
had a happy faculty of healing any wound he might inflict. 
His very entrance into a court room attracted attention, 
in tine physique and w*dl poised, he became a force before be 
spoke 
IN cry one wanted to know what he had to say on any 
subject, 
He was a brave man, morally, mentally and physically. I 
never saw him give grou id 
He did not invite 
battle, but 
when it came his armory was full of weapons and he met the 
aggressor half way 
He was a modest man but if his ambition 
tor attack had been equal to his power of defense he would 
have been more widely kn ow n as the brilliant law yer he was 
W ith a wide acquaintance 
and 
many 
strong 
friendships 
there was about him an inner circle of intimacy and affection 
that not everyone might penetrate 
He did not have to repel 
approaches 
he controlled them without effort and without of 
fense 
It w ts indeed a fortunate man that could enter there.
